In the Akhcgwo area in an attack on a strongly hold 
hostile position he led a platoon through heavy hostile fire to 
fight a battle in the lieart of the hostile positioni. llis per 
yonal example in the forcfront of his men inspired them to 
carry all before tlıcm and clear the Akhegwo area of bostlles. 


On 15th August when out on patrol he organlycd a surprisc 
ralel on a hostilc camp 2 miles North of Akhegwo, which was 
a grcal yuccess and resulled in the killing of 8 and wounding 
of 10 hostiles and the capture of 8 Rifles and some ammuni 
tion . 


On the night of 19 / 20th August Lt. Colonel Nadirshaw per 
sonally led a column of 2 platoons from Akhegwo to Tuyu 
tulio a distance of 30 miles over the most difficult terrain to 
join the main column of troops. This rapid move helped in 
the subsequcnt operations and was successfully completed (lue 
to the example of tenacity and fearlessness set by Lt. Colonel 
Nadirshaw to his men .

In October 1958, ncar Anakapalle , a town about 20 miles 
from Viragapatam , three rivers (Mallagecda , Sarada and 
Gokiwada Geilda ) Towing parallel and fairly close to each 
other had over Howed their banks and tuitied into a single 
fayl flowing stream , inundating several villages and marooning 
a number of others. 

On 2913 October 1958 Learling Steward 1 , Switzer was 
detailed to be in charge of motor dinghy employel on 
rcacuc operations. The dinghy s motor failed after some timc 
and theic were many marooned persons still to be rescued . 
Leading Stoward Switzer volunteered to continue the rescue 
operation by pulling the boat himself without the liclp of the 
motor. Fully aware of the grcat risk he can of being wwept 
away in the heavy current, he insisted on carrying out the 
hazardous operation . Without any respite he continued pul 
ling the dinghy for morc than two hours ufitil he was on the 
vcrgc of collapse , und succccued in rescuing and bringing back 
about 40 persons and a large quantity of supplies . 

Leading Stoward Switzer by hly yellleag action and endur 
ance scu a ſinc example of courage and devotion to duty in 
the best traditions of the Navy . 


On 25th August after occupying the Chingkhu position he 
planned a surprise attack on Satoi with a small force . The 
hostilcy were routed and fled into the Chokitho Range leaving 
Wokhovi aud Hoikiye .

On 1211 August 1956 llavildar Maring Ao s section was 
leading a surprise attack on Singlai. A thick belt of punjics 
(wooden spikes) slowed the attack down . While the j. c . o . 
and his men were negotiating the obstaclc thc hostiles became 
allciel and took positions in their bunkcis and trenches, 
from which they started firing heavily with rilley and auto 
matic weapons. Havildar Mering Ao seeing that his party 
had bccn pinncd down by hostile firing, oidered luis men to 
attack . With complete disregard for his personal safely and 
shouting encouragement to his men , hc changed the village. 
Uniler luis inspiring leadership the whole section rallied and 
followed him froin bunker to bunker . This determined and 
vigorous charge compulled the hostilce to run away . Not con 
tent with this, Havildar Mering Ao pursue the Accing hos 
tiles and personally killed one and wounded two of them .

On the 11th August 1957 at about 1800 hours two sections 
of Awam Rifles wlulc cscorting some porter and store froin 
Lukhycklc to Scyochang ran into 4 hostile inbush . Due to 
poor visibility the troops yot separalel from the portes auch 
there wils much confusion . Lanco Naik Amar Surgl Rana 
and another Rifleman found themselves cut oſt from the rest 
by a group of hostiles. The first volley of hostile fire badly 
wounded his comrade in the stomach . Lance Naik Rana 
daghed forward to rescuc thc wounded Rifleman . In doing 
so he way wounded in the left arm . Despite this injury hc 
engaged thc cncmy group of about 10 men singlehanded for 
some time and carried thc wounded Rifleman to safety . As 
the return of fire from him was intermittent, the hostilc party 
took courage and charged thc cover behind which Lance Naik 
Rana and his companion werc sheltered . Lance Naik Rana 
then pulled out a grenade and removing thc pin with his tccth 
threw it at the charging hostiles. The first grenade killed 
the leader of the hostile party. He then quickly threw a 
second grenade removed from the wounded Rifleman and 
inflicted wounds on two more of the hostiles causing them to 
retreat. 


Havildar Mering Ao s courageous leadership and personal 
bravery way in the best traditions of the Asyam Rifics.

On 26th March 1956 No. 15798 Rifleman Jainkhulen Kuki 
with 19 other Ranks were nearing Sakhal village while 
carrying ammunition to that place from Lhoshupu . The 
party was ambushed in a wooded area by approximately 100 
hostilcs who were armed with rifles and automatic weapons. 
Fierce fighting ensued . One of the Icading scouts of the party 
was veriously wounded and fell in an area which was hcavily 
covered by hostile fire . Rifleman Jamkhulen Kuki voluntccr 
ed to rescue him . With complcto disregarıl for his own life 
lie crawled forward and despitc the constant firing by the 
hostill succeeded in rescuing and bringing his woundled 
comrade to a place of safety. 


Lance Naik Amar Singh Rana s couragcous action prevented 
the wounded soldier and his weapony and ammunition falling 
into the hands of the hostiles His gallant acuion was in the 
higłıcst traditions of the Assam Rifles. 


This gallant action by Rifleman Jamkhulen Kuki was in 
the best traditions of the Assam Riłce.
